A REGRETTABLE DELAY. 


Anuessential for any big shipping port isan adequate, 
folly-equipped and modern floating fire-fighting service. 
To consequence of the circumstances attending the outbreak 
of fire alward) thess. ~ Japan” there is, unhappily, some 
room for deulhi as to whether. Hongkong possesses that 
desideratum. Xo far as the land service is concerned, it 
can be revorded that there was a comrnendably prompt 
response tv the ship's call for help, but we are afraid that 
the same cannot ba said of, the floating service. The 
“Japan” first bogan to sound ber siren just before 12.80 
-a.m., and she rade alinost enough noise to rouse the dead. 
But the first fre-float did not put in an appearance until 
‘gome three-quarters of an hour later, whilst the second took 
well over an hourto answer the summons. These facts, 
considering that the vessel was within easy reach of the 
floats, should be viven the most searching investigation. 
“Witha ship of the size of the Japan,” carrying a 
valuablecarge, itis matter for serious thought that for 
three-quariers of an hour after the first warning was 
given the only craft to render assistance in extinguishing 
a most danzerons fire were the ordinary ferry-boats, 
the services of which, though much appreciated, were of 
necessity of a linrited character. We are awate. of course, 
that the Hongkong tire-floats are steam-driven and that 
it. takes soine little tiine, even uader the best of condi- 
tions. to get them under way. But. even so, we can 
see Bo reason why in this case there should have been 
such an interminable delay. In this connection, it is 
worth while to recall the following extract from the re-

One float would then do duty in Hongkong and 
ope in Kowloon. The possibility of delay in getting 
‘across the harbour should thus be entirely eliminated.” We 
wonder whetber those recommendations were ever carried 
out? One thing we do know, and that is that there was 
no entire elimination of delay in the case to which we are 
teferring, The extract we have quoted is not clear on the 
point as to whether it was decided to keep both floats 
under banked fires, but from the fact that oneof the floats 
attending the fire on the “‘ Japan” was towed to the scene, 
we presume the idea was not put inte operation. ~- . 
The fact of the matter is that our floating fire service 
is out-of-date, and it is about time a motor float was pro- 
cured. Whether any arrangement could be come to with 


“. the shipping and/or insurance companies to contribute -to 


the cost of an improved service, we do not know. But for 
' the safely of shipping it is essential that Hongkong should 
have the most modern equipment available. In cases of 
- fires afloat the: prime necessity is a prompt response to an

A'Chinese Guest. ~ 

Apropos our paragraph con- 
cerning Anglo-Chineae relations, 
the Colony has an interesting 
visitor jast now in tha parson of 
Mr. W. J. Lea, an Anstralian 
Chinere merchant, an interview 
appeared io last 
evening's issue. “Mr. Lee bas 
played a leading part in the co- 
onperalion batwean the two races 
in New Sonth Wales, and he is 
desirous of seeing harmony 
batweeo Britishers and hia 
countrymen here. This, we be- 
Heve, is also the wish of the over- 
whelming majority of British 
residents; indeed, it is inconceiv- 
able thas it could be otherwise, 
discord being inimical to ourown 
prosperity. For by matter of 
that, the same might ba said of 
the Chinese inhabitants. And 
yet there has been friction. Mr. 
Lee ssys that since he has 
been back in this” part of 
the world he has gained “the im- 
‘pression that the Chinese are not 
altogether to bisme for any ill- 


.|feeling.” - This indicates that is 


Mr. Lee's opinion the Britisheide 
bas been toso ne extent to blame: 
but it also, what Mr. Lee may no: 
have restised, implies a clearcon- 
fession that the Chinese sidd nas 
been partly to blame—else why the 
expression "no: altogether.” The 
British case is that.the recent 
distocation of the Colony’s life 
was the work of Chinese agitators, 
who adopted an irreconcilad e 
attitude and resorted to in- 
timidation when arbitration was 
offered. : Th’s is not to deny that 
indiscrations on the British side 
may have occurred, though we do 
not think there was any 
antagonism towards the Chinese. 
Bowever, wa have little quarrel 
mitaaCainese gentleman whose 
wish isthat bygones be bygones, 
giving place to matual goodwill. 
As Mr. Lee  seys, the 
desire atmosphere can best be 
brought about by studging the 
other fellow’s viewpoint. We 
commend this counsel to both 
races impartially. 


A Judicial Query. 

We don’t think Mr. Leo will 
regard it as a breach of hip ex- 
cellent maxim if we make ¢ few 
observations in refereree to the 
ease of P.S. Chan, lately sent- 
erced at Canton ito twalve 
years’. imprisonment, bacausa| 
our remarks have no allusion 
whatever either to the strike or 
to Cran's former position of chair- 
cen ofthe Seamen's Union. The 
case would be the same if thet 
prisoner had been anf one of 
South China’s millions. Chan 
was arrested for the murder of his 
wife, and while being arrested 
shat, fatally it was at first report. 
ed, one of the constables. The 
prisoner freely confessed his guilt, 
and wassentenced inall to twelve 
years’ imprisonment. Having 
been convicted, it is not clear 
upon what principle the capital 
penalty was withheld. In 
English Jaw there ia only 
one sentence for soch a 
crime, snd we hardly think 
any Chinese will dispute that 
the English code is not more 
dracanic than Chinese justice. 
If the constable succumbed, as to 
which we have not heard re- 
fioitely,Chan was doubly guilty. 
In any case he bad,od his own 
confession, committed = capital 
offence; yet the sentence was 
limited to imprisonment. 
that isnotthe end. An attempt 
at rescue having failed, bis sup- 
portersare now potitioning Pre- 
sident Sun to grant a pardon, 
and the document provides 
some carious reading. The 
petitioners assert that they do 
not wish any derogation in 
respact for tbe law, but they ask 
the President te exere‘se his pre- 
togative of pardoning “any 
offender whose crime is consider. 
ed pardonable.” How they pro- 
pose toreconcile’ respec for the 
law “ with the grant of a pardon 
to one who confesses to mprder, 
ty say nothiog of the fate of the 
rconstabls, does notappear, The 
petitioners’ conception of offences’ 
“considered pardonable” requiras 
soroe understdnding. It is pos- 
sible that there were pecofiar 
circumstances in the cage: that 
have, not reached here; wa can 
only judge by tke reports, accords 
ing to which the prisoner's crime 
Was an atrocious one. Woe make 
these observations in no cepiious 
epirit, hut simply with « view to 
carrying ont Mr Len’a advice as 
to studying the other race's
